SCHEDULE 

Bombay Port Trust Provident Fund 
(Amendment) Regulations, 1989 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Clause (b) 
of section 28 of Lhe Major Port Tru,ts Act, 1963, 
and with the approval of the Central Government 
under section 124(1) of die said Act, lhe Bnurd of 
Trustees of the Port of Bombay h'.sby make the 
following regulations further to amend th n Bombay 
Port Trust Regulations of the Pc >vidrnt Fund, 
namely:- 

1. Short title and commencement: 

These regulations may be called the 

Bombay Port Trust Provident Fuad 

(Amendment) Regulations, 1989. 

2. In the Bombay Port Trad Regulatirms of the 
Provident Fund, Regulation 18(1) sh.Ji be subpituted 
with the amended Regulation, namely: 

“18(1) On the death of subscriber before the 

amount standing to his credit has become payable.

or where the amount has become payable, before 
payment has been made: 

(i) When the subscriber leaves a family — 

(a) if a nomination made by the subscriber 
in accordant with the provisions of 
Regulation 17 in favour of a member or 
members of his family subsets, the amount 
standing to his credit in the Fund or the 
part thereof to which the nomination 
relates shall become payable to his 
nominee or nominees in the proportion 
specified in the nomination. 

(b) if no such nomination in favour of a 
member or members of the family, 
of the subscriber subsists, or if such nomi¬ 
nation relates only to a part of the amount 
standing to his credit in the Fund, the 
whole amount or tho part thereof to 
which the nomination doos not relate, 
the case may be, shall, notwithstanding 
any nomination purporting to be in 
favour of any person or persons other 
than a member or members of Ins family, 
become payable to the members of his 
family in equal shares: 

Provided that no share shall be payable to— 

(1) sons who have attained majority: 

(2) sons of a dec, as -d son who have attained 
majority; 

(3) married daughters whose husbands arc 
al ive; 

(4) married daughters of a deceased son 
whose husbands are alive; 
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If there is any member of the family other than 
those specified in clauses (1), (2), (3) and (4): 

provided further that the widow or widows and 
child or children of a deceased son shall receive 
between them in equal parts only the share which 
that son would have received if he had survived 
the subscriber and had been exempted from the 
provisions of clause (1) of the first proviso. 

(ii) When the subscriber leaves no family— 

(a) if a nomination made by him in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions of Regulation 
17 in favour of any person or persons 
subsists, the amount standing to his 
credit in the Fund or the part thereof 
to which the nomination relates, shall 
become payable to his nominee or 
nominees in the proportion specified in 
the nomination, 

(b) if no such nomination is made by him 
in accordance with the provisions of 
Regulation (17) in favour of any person 
or persons other than a member or 
members of his family, the amount 
standing to his credit in the fund shall 
become payable: 

(i) if the amount does not exceed rupees 
five thousand to any person appear¬ 
ing to the Accounts Department 
to be entitled to receive it; 

(ii) if the amount exceeds rupees five 
thousand, to any person who pro¬ 
duces Probate or Letters of Ad¬ 
ministration or Succession Certi¬ 
ficate. 
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
